February 1980 marks the second anniversary of "THE 292'er". Last month, 

I gave credit to Clyde Bloker, KL7IBY and Col Ed Newbury down at ADES 

for their continued active support of the 292*er, the Alaska Net and 

the States RACES program, so I won't blubber over them any more this month. 


I'm in hot water with our RACES State RO, Hal Steves KL7HJD, because I 
keep forgetting to mention the 4383.8 USB State Emergency frequency. So, 
to redeem myself, here goes. The FCC has set up frequency 4383.8 USB to 
be used by all licensed radio stations (except CB) in the State of Alaska 
as a ground-to~ground (aircraft may not use it) emergency frequency. Input 
Power is: limited to about 250 watts - no Linears! Use of the frequency is 
| limited strictly to radio checks and, of course, any emergency traffic. 
«Now, ADES monitors the frequency from 1800Z to 03002 every day and conducts 
a Net at 20002 each day to check participant capability. Organizations such 
as the State Troopers, National Guard, Nome Alascom ete check in regularly. 
In the evening hours, Klus ANG monitors the frequency and has another Net 
at 0500Z for participants who are unable to check-in during the morning 
net. Now, its not too hard to get on the frequency. The FCC says we gotta 
be crystal controlled. From personal experience, all ya: gotta do is order 
up yerself a crystal using your set's formula for the frequency. Your 
radio might require just a bit of tweak and peaking to get the power up 
on frequency without loesing it down in the 75 mtr band, but I know its 
pretty darn simple to do with Yaesu's and Kenwoods. Oh yes, I forgot to 
mention also, that this service is only for Alaskan stations, not to exceed 
50 miles beyond Alaskan borders. 


Our old friends Candy and Jack Kvale, KL7HMG and KL7GOG have moved to a 
logging site on Wrangell and just recently got back on the air after almost 
a year's absence. Welcome back you guys! 


As some of you might have noticed, Cliff WA6BKY, Steve KL7IYZ, Bill KL7JFZ 
and a few others have been doing a heck of a job running Alaska traffic on 
the weekends - and now they say "HELP" they need some help. So come on you 
Alaska Hams, get active in "Net Controlling" and take a stab it on Sat's and 
Sun's, Mary says that she'll even relinquish a few days during the week to 
someone who wants to run the net then, especially since we've been subjected 
to such high noise levels lately. Any takers?? 


Any body running into emergency traffic on the net frequency - hang in there - 
don't be QSYing just to get away from the net. Tell the net to SHUTUP and 

Beep the activity right there so'’s you can get help relaying etc when necessary. 
Everyboyd means well on the net, so don't let somebody's stupid remarks upset 
you, Hang in there, we all appreciate you more than you know.
